nearly resembling a trade mark 3

2 That he ‘falsely - iipplied .to 
yoods, to wit, batteries for flash-: 
lights, a mark so nearly resembling | 
ttrade mark ns to be calculated to,

The trade mark alleged to have 
been imitated is the “Eveready” 
label registered 2s trade mark No. 


. 7211 of 1928. 


The marks alleged to imit- 
ute it consist of three groups; 
of labels of different ‘sizes 
und each of the groups bears 
different name. They may. 
be distinguished as 1, the “Electri- 
vity" label, stated to be used by the 
Lonick Battery Co. and to be made 
in U.S.A.;.2, the “Chung Wah” label; 
und 3, ‘the “Canton City” label. ° 
Labels .and Batterles: 


The evidence regarding each label 
is different. As regards. the “eloc- 
tricity” label, the defendant’ admits 
possession. und atutes, that both 
labels and batterleg: ware left with 
him-by a travelling trader who was 
known to be'a friend of his. There 
is no direct evidence that any of 
these labels were being put-on the 
Batteries at the time of’ the rafd 
though ft is.not very clear why a 
travelling trader should carry about 
ten thousand labels in. packages with 
him. These “Electricity” batteries
